The cardiat 
chambers contain moderate amounts of postmortem clotted blood. There are no gross 
abnormalities of the leaflets of any of the cardiac valves. The following are the 
circumferences of tho cardiac valves: aortic 7.5 cm. > pulmonic 7 cm. , tricuspid 
12 cm., mitral 11 cm. The myocardium is firm and reddish brown. The loft ventria 
myocardium averages 1.2 cm. in thickness, the right ventricular myocardium 0.4 cm. 
The coronary artcrj.es arc dissected and are of normal distribution and smooth vail* 
and elastic throughout. 

AlDCCilllAL CAVITY: The abdominal organs are in their normal

£IIIC1AHY: Hascd on tha above observations it is 

opinion that the deceased died as a re 
of tvo perforating gunshot wound o inflicted by hi f,h velocity projectiles fired by 
person or persons unknown. The proj eccilca were fired Jfroo i a polar behind and oc 
•diet above the level of the deceased. The observations and available information 
do not permit a satisfactory estimate as to the sequence of the tvo wounds.

The fatal missile entered the skull nb 
and to the right of the external occipital protuberance. A portion of the projac 
traversed the cranial cavity in a posterior-anterior direction (see lateral skull 
roentgenograms) depositing minute particles along its path. A portion of the pre 
jeetile made its e;:it through the parietal bona on the right carrying with 
portions : pf cerebrum, skull and scalp. The two wounds of the skull combined with 
the force of the missile produced extensive fragmentation of the skull* Taceratio 
the superior caggital sinus, and of the right cerebral hemisphere. J)

The other missile entered tho right su 
posterior thorax above the scapula and traversed the soft tissues of the supra-se 
ular and the supra -clavicular portions of the base of the right side of the neck. 
This cii^sile produced contusions of the right apical parietal pleura and-of the a 
portion Che right \ipper lobe of the lung. Tha missile contused the af jap muse 
of "chq^ri'ght side of Che neck* damaged the trachea and mode ice emit through cho 
anterior ‘surface of the neck. As far as can be ascertained this mis siloes truck n 
bony structures in its path through cho body. 

In addition* it is our opinion that th 
wound of the skull produced such extensive damage to the brain os to preclude tha 
possibility of the deceased surviving this injury. 

A supplementary report will bo submitt 
following more detailed examination of tha brain and of microscopic sections. IIo 
, it is not anticipated that these examinations will materially alter the findings. 
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
